A Race Question. 


There is a row at Alton over the "color 


question" in the public bchools. Schools 
for the especml nae of c-oloreil children 
were provided, but the negroes positively 
refused to allow their children to Httend 
them. Prof. Kelley, 'the teacher who had 
charge of the negro school, tendered his 
resignation. On Monday about twenty 
negroes, accompanied by their offspring, 
walked to the hi^h school and aprwin 
demanded the rights guaranteed them 
by the constitution. Fully fifty white 
men were in front of the building, and 
they informed the negroes that their de- 
uands could not be granied. 
1C the 


negroes are admitted to the school it will 
only result in transforming the high 
school into another black school, for the 
whites are determined to take their chil- 
dren away as Boon ae ;i negro is admit ted. 
The board of education has admitted the 
nght of the negro to iidmis.-ion to the 
high school, but with the whites at Alton 
the unwritten law that protects against 
the mixing of races seems to lie greater 
than tie constitution or the board of 
education. _

DELAWARE'S WHIPPING POST. 


Expert Testimony as to What It Has B«en 


and What It Is Now. 


At the last session of the legislature it 


was enacted "that hereafter no female 
convicted of any crime in this state shall 
he whipped or be made to stand in the 
pillory," 


The introduction of tliis act repealed a 


fact not generally known, that women 
could lawfully be whipped for counter- 
feiting, horse stealing, burglary, arson, 
maiming by lying in wait and poisoning. 
They are liable to bo put in the pillory 
for perjury, subornation of perjury, for- 
gery, receiving stolen goods, assault 
with intont to kill, conjuration, witch- 
craft, fortune telling and dealing with 
spirits. The law had been a dead letter 
for many years, the last white woman 
having been whipped for larceny about 
the year 1S36. The law was afterward 
amended to do away with the lash for 
white women. As late as 1870 colored 
women were sent to the post. At the 
session of the legislature in 1871 the word 
"white" was stricken out of the law re- 
lating to tho puni.shnient of women for 
larceny, and the black sisters were put 
on an equality with their white sisters. 
Xow it is designed to remove all possi- 
bility of women being whipped or put in 
the pillory. 


A gentleman who has been perfectly 


familiar with the operations of tho whip- 
ping post for over forty years says that 
he has seen scores of prisoners lashed at 
the post, and while it is seldom now that 
blood is drawn, if ever, he has seen backs 
of prisoners that were almost cut to "a 
jelly." lie says that the whippings be- 
came less % iolent when the newspapers 
began to report tho quarterly perform- 
finces at, New Castle with the cat. The 
whippings formerly only took place twice 
a year. 


There was a great tendency upon the 


part of sheriffs to regulate the force of 
their blow entirely through prejudice for 
or against a man. For instance, if the 
hherLtf was a farmer he would have but 
little mercy for a fellow put under the 
lash I'm- horse stalling. The man who 
robbed a store would get.off pretty well 
if the sheriff was a farmer. Then again, 
if the bheriff was a city or town mail he 
would ha"\ e. no rnercy on a city burglai 
or sneak thief. This same gentleman de- 
clares that liu has seen, hut many years 
ago, nine or ten men run back from tho 
post with their backs ail bloody. The 
story thai blood often runs from the 
backsot" the victims and soaks the ground 
i.i absurd. Tho writer has seen two or 
three hundred men whipped, but has 
never seen the blood flow, lie has seen 
large welts on the backs of the victims, 
and line drops-of blood almost ready to 
come through, but ne\er ai.y blood run- 
ning. 


Many years ago a butcher named Stan- 


hope wab waylaid and robbed on the 
highway, first being shot and badly hurt. 
Tile robber was arrested and convicted 
and sentenced to the pillory. A number 
ol the butchers purchased three barrels 
oE old I'^'gs and w cut to New Castle on 
tho day of the whipping armed with 
eggs. 
After the man was placed in the 


pillory, w hich was then in the open space 
outside of tho jail )ard, the butchers be- 
gan a fusillade of eggs. The poor victim 
w as a mast, of foul matter, besides being 
bruised by being hit in the face. The 
sheriff had great trouble to stop the out- 
rage. At the next session of the legisla- 
ture the post was moved inside the jail 
yard. There have been DO incidents of. 
tho Stanhope kind since. The jail gates 
are always thrown operfto the public on 
whipping days, but the best of order pre- 


\liis. 


The history of the post for fifty years 


is that the lash as a rule has been used 
with leniency. The whites have escaped, 
it has been claimed, for political reasons, 
the sheriff being in a position to win a 
vote every time he spared a man's back. 
There lias been but little difference as to 
numbers between white and black vic- 
tims. 


There has been a great toning down of 


late j COTS ut the number of lashes ap- 
plied. It \\ as a frequent thing years ago 
to give a priMiuer a cumulative sentence, 
and for three successive Saturdays he 
%\ ould receive eighty lashes. Tho result 
wa-s, even though tho blows were lightly 
laid on, that the victim's b*ck would bo 
in an awful condition. The story is told 
of one old black man, who. after being 
whipped upon three Saturdays, was sold 
into slavery. 


lie di clared that he would never go 


south, and when his purchaser got as 
far as llavru de Grace the poor fellow 
cut his throat. 


It w as the rule at one time (o sell col- 


ored men and women to the highest bid- 
der after they had been whipped, and 
they were frequently knocked down for 
$1 and quickly hurried south. There is an 
old man now in the New Castle, county 
almshousc who was regularly engaged 
in the purchase of blacks and selling them 
into slaver}. 


It is really surprising, however, how 


few are the real facts and incidents that 
those w hu are in a position to know can 
tell. 


There are very few whippings in Kent 


and Hu.stex counties, so that all material 
for a history of the post has to be 
gicaned in New Castle county. Nearly 
every w hipping has some little incident 
attached tu it, but tho story of one is 
the story of all.—"Wilmington News.

Defalcation. 


SENATE. 


VfiSHl.NGToN, Jan. 16.—In the 8on*U« to- 


day, after routine busineis, Mr. Morgan's 
resolution recognizing the United States of 
Brazil as a free, Independent and sovereign 
stute was taken up, and Mr. Turplfl proceed- 
ed to address the Seuate lu Its lupport. He 
said that he favored the Immediate recogni- 
tion of Brazil, and was quite willing that 
Congress should declare to-day, as a part of 
tho International Common law ot the Three 
Americas that no European power shall In- 
terfere In any part of this hemlshere to re- 
store the representative of monarchy or em- 
pire, or to prevent the eltablishmeDtof a re- 
public; but that any such act would be re- 
Karded as an act unfriendly to th« United 
States, and would bo redressed by all the 
means necessary to effect Ita frustration. 
He road extracts from the messatft of the 
President announcing the change of govern- 
ment lu Brazil, and spoke of the message as 
a listings, languid resignation to the course 
ot affairs there, and characterized th» posi- 
tion of tho Administration toward ta» Re- 
public of Drazl! as one of strict neutrality and 
snpmo indifference. He said the assump- 
tion In that passage of the President's mes- 
sage that the Revolutionary Government of 
Brazil had been established without, or 
against, thD assent of the people of thai 
country, disclosed the real attitude of tha 
Administration towards the new govern- 
ment, and approached very negrl7 a condi- 
tion of covert hostility. It expressed a part- 
ly concealed but very apparent aspersion— 
evuii sneered at the sovereignty of ths Re- 
public of Brazil. The time had oome when 
the existence and authority of the Republic 
of Brazil could be no longer controverted 
L>y words. It could be controverted only 
by war 
The chairman of tho committee 


on foreign relations (Mr. Sherman) had told 
he Senate that it should wait and Inspect 
the new constitution of Brazil. The United 
States, however, was not concerned to Know 
what woro the particular provisions of that 
'onstltutlon any more than Itwas concerned 
to know the particular provisions of the 
constitution of France or any other republic 
n the family of nations. VT hat was the rea> 
son of tbe mistaken policy of procrastina- 
tion? lie would not attribute It to fear ot 
offending tbe dynastic houses of Great Brit- 
ain and the European continent. 
No. It 


was due to a certain indefinable and uaoon- 
ieious disposition of tho Executive to dls. 
.rust the people, to mistrust popular revolu- 
ionasamethod of political reform, to be- 
ittle, to underate, to undervalue the efforts 


the new republic In tho way of political 


'nfranchi»emont. 
Tho whole diplomatic 


and consular corps of Brazil throughout tho 
vorld had stood by the republic. ThU af- 
orded evidence of a very binding c baraoter 
mdertho.very eye of tbe 1'residont.

THE GRIPPE. 


Its Victlms-^What Local Physi- 


cians fc&y of It. 


Of the six or seven prominent local 


physicians wbom the BapC?uoAN re- 
porter eaw to-day, questions wffl* asked 
concerning the influenza. All of ^6m 


said they were meeting new cases eudi 
day, and all agreed also that the danger- 
ous cases were the exception and not tbe 
rule. 


One physician said he had seen since 


Sunday forty or fifty cases. That while 
eome of the victims were quite seriously 
inconvenienced and compelled to remain 
indoors, none were dangerously ill. He 
gave what he termed a "wild guess" and 
said there are now probably 300 cases in 
town. Four physicians had eighty cases 
confined to the house, and said some who 
had light attacks still kept at their busi- 
ness, although they were not able to do 
much work. 


Several physicians said tbe disease fre- 


quently first made itself manifest by one 
or two well-defined chills, resembling the 
old-fashioned dumb ague, except that 
the fever did not go off in a sweat as is 
sometimes tbe case in ague, but would 
hold on to the patient for twenty-four 
hours. One physician said tbe disease in 
some cases seemed similar to the first 
stage of tbe measles. In one other re- 
spect does it resemble the ague. It is re- 
current. 
Some patients experience a 


second attack at the end of the seventh 
day. Tbe patient m all cases is OFpe- 
cially cautioned to avoid exposure. 


There is still another point about the 


grippe. The idea seems to prevail that 
the only trouble is a cold in the head. In 
some cases the patient scarcely notices 
these symptoms,but is afllicted with purg- 
ing and diarrhoea. Those thus afflicted 
are the soonest to recover. With women 
not naturally strong, nervous prostration 
sometimes follows, and cases where in- 
flammation of the frontal sinus, or acute 
catarrh follow, are not rare. 


One physician said he believed he bad 


seen one hundred oases in tbe past two 
weeks, and that there had been at least 
1000 cases here sriiee% first commenced' 
Still another said that be believed fully 
one-fourth of Decatur had been afflicted. 
Usually when one member of a family is 
attacked, others will soon show symptoms 
of being alllicted. 


Discussing Sewers. 


Last night Mayor Kanan called the 


city council to meet as a committee of 
the whole to diecuas the question of build- 
ing a sower. There were present Alder- 
men Scanlan, Moran, Metz, Graham, May 
and Shoemaker. Mayor Kacan presided 
as chairmim of tbe committee, .

A LITTLE GIRL INFLUENCED A KING. 


The Bojnl Baler of Belgium Grant* a 


Philadelphia Child's Appeal. 


In August, 1883, Frank S Moore, of 


Philadelphia, a sailor on the steamer 
Rhineland, of the Bed Star hne, deserted 
his ship, after the captain had refused 
him leave of absence, for the purpose of 
hastening to the bedside of a dying sis- 
ter 
After the death of his relative he 


shipped on the Waesland, of the same 
hne, under an assumed name Six years 
after his identity w as disclosed bv a fel- 
low seaman while the vessel was in Ant- 
werp, and he was seized by the Belgian 
authorities and thrown into a dungeon 
Since that time all the resources of di- 
plomacy have been exhausted in an effort 
to secure the man s release, but nothing 
availed until the latter part of June last, 
when Bessie Keim,alittlenieceof Moore, 
wrote this letter to the king. 
"To Leopold III King of Belgium, Ant- 


werp 
"YoUB MAJLST\—I am only a little 


girl 13 jears old, and I hope you will 
pardon ine for writing to you \vhen you 
hear all. 


"My uncle, Frank S Moore, ib now in 


the Belgium prison for desertion from 
the Rhineland, <n er six j ears ago 
He 


was sailing on the Rhineland, and mv 
aunt was very sick 
Her onh prayer 


was to see Unole f rank before she died 
We sent word to him that she \\as d^ 
ing He showed the letter to the captain 
of the Rhineland, but he refused to let 
him leave the steamer 
The sailors ad- 


vised Uncle Frank to run awav, and he 
did 


"Aunt Debbie In ed about a week after- 


ward 
After she died Uncle irank 


found that Ins vessel had sailed, so he 
sailed on the Waesland under the name 
of Frank S Walker 
That has been over 


six years ago, and he was just arrested 
in Antwerp, as % ou can see by the new s 
papei Blip that I send in mi litter 
Your niajesU, if you had been in lu-> 
place would jou not have done the same' 
Hoping }ou \\ill pardon Untie irink 
for deserting and uie for w ruing to vr 11, 
I am verj respectfully, BESSIP KEIII ' 


Moore was released subsequent to the 


date of Bessie's letter to the surprise of 
all his friends, but the matter \v as i \ 
plained when the thoughtful gnl u- 
ceived at hor home i big tn \elope 
stamped with the royal arms of Belgium. 
The letter was written in 1 rcndi, and 
when translated, read as follows 


"AT THE PALACE, BRUSSELS —Cabinet 


of the King I have the honor of inform- 
ing you that the king has reid your let 
ter and taken action upon MJUI nquest 
therein contained, by which M>U solicit 
that he remit your uncle biuipii&onmcnt 


"By hia majesty s command an ordei 


to that eifect has been transmitted to the
